The old Panama company sold stock and bonds valued at $246,- 
706,431.68; the new company raised from various sources $12,000,000: 
making a total of $258,706,431.68. This represents the amount 
that has gone inte the Panama work, in the hands of the fav- 
ured contractors, and into the pockets of the ring. — 

The old company spent and squandered the entire $243,706,431.68. 
and went nearly into bankruptcy. _One hundred millions was 
wasted or stolen. The new company is understood to have spent 
practically ail of the twelve millions. 

The Isthmian Canal Commission made this estimate of the val- 
ue of the work Gone and/the property of the canal: Excavating 
that can be used under the commission's plan, $27,474,033; Panama 
railroad stock, ai par, $6,210,000; maps, drawings and records. 
2,000,000; total, $36,324,033. To this the commiss'on added enough 
to cover commissions to bring the sum to $40,000,000, 

The old Panama Canal Co. paid for nearly all the stock of the 
Panama Railroad $18,0%4,000—nearly three times what the commis- 
sion estimates {t to be worth. 

The old and new companies excavated 77,000,000 cubic yards. 
only 39,586,332 cubic yards of wh'ch can be utilized by the United 
States iin the commission's plans.

Impartial analysis of the report shows that if the government 
could get the Panama Canal for $40,000,000 It could complete the 
work for between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000 less than the Nicaragua 
Canal would cost, and have a canal superior to the Nicaragua 
waterway in these respects: 

First—A saving in the distance of the. canal of 134.57 miles. 

Second—A saving of four locks. 

Third—A saving in lift of about 2 feet. 

Fourth—A saving In time of transit of 21 hours.

Sixth—A saving in the annual cost cf maintenance of $1,307,000. 


On the other hand, the commission shows that the advantag” 
in the construction of dams is with Nicaragua, and seems to think 
that the advantage of water supply is also with Nicaragua. For 
the commerce in which the United States is interested—that of 
Asia and the FPhilippines—the Nicarague route will be from one 
to two days shorter. Nicaragua can be competed in eight years 
and Panama in about ten ycars.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The Tnited States must soon choose 
between Nicaragua and Panama. Public sent'ment demands 
that Congress at this session make possribie the building of an 
interoceanuic canal connecting the Atlantic with the Pacific. The 
only question, and this question is a pressing one, to be decided 
is which route shall be taken. | 

As the matter is before Congress in dollars and cents, the 
Nicaragua Canal can be completed for, in round numbers, $189,- 
000,000. This is exclusive of the cost of acquiring territory from 
the republics of Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The Panama Canal 
can be bought and completed for, in round numbers, about $2.3,- 
000,000. 

This is exclusive of the cost of acquiring territory from Colom- 
bia, because if the United States does not take the Panama 
Canal it will have to get a new concess'on from the Co'omiian 
government. Hcre then. as the matter is before Congres:;, is a 
difference in favor of the Nicaragua route of about $64.000,/0»9. 

The action of the stockholders of the French company in Paris 
a few days ago cut off $9,010,060 from the price, and the Panama 
canal now, it is understood, will cost the United States, if it 
wants it, $184,000,000, or $6,000,000 less than Nicaragua.

CAPT. JORGENSON’S 
EXPERIENCE 


IMPRISONED ON LIGHTSHIP AS 


DAUGHTER WAS DYING. 
s 


His Heartrending Story of the Anxious 
Days and Nights and the Final 
Message Out of the Tem- 
pest, ‘‘Christine Is 
Dead.”’ 


NANTUCKET, Mass., Jan 11.—‘Chris- 
tine is dying; come home.” Out of the 
mist and the storm, by wireless telegraph, 
came these fateful words to Capt. James 
Jorgenson, on the Nantucket lightship. 
And yet he was powerless to stir from his 
ogean prison house. 

When the first wireless message reached 
the Nantucket shoals lightship, informing 
Capt, Jorgenson that his only daughter 
had been stricken with lockjaw, as the re- 
sult of vaccination, he determined to reach 
home if it were possible. 

When it came to launching the boat, 
however, it was found that no ordinary 
open boat could live in the angry sea, 
which surged around the lightship. For 
more than a week the storm had been 
raging. 

Though the captain was willing to brave 
the dangers in the hope of reaching his 
dying daughter's bedside, he could not 
conscientiously ask his men to risk their 
lives for his sake. | 
He could only spend the Greary hours in 
wondering how his child was faring, flash- 
ing ever and anon messages to the shore, 
making anxious inquiry. As the weary 
hours erept on Capt. Jorgenson paced the 
stormswept deck of the Iightship, watching 
the elements in hope that there would be 
a lull in the storm. But its fury increased 
from day to day. 

In‘ the captain's home, the grief and anx- 
lety were heartrending: The dying girl 
expressed but one wish, made but one in- 
quiry as the hours crept by. 


“Why Don’t 

Father Come?’’ 

“Why don’t father come to me? Shall 
I see him before I die. Tell him to come.” 


At the signal station on shore the wire- 
less messages were sent out from hour to 
hour, giving the captain bulletins of his 
daughter's condition. Everyone knew the 
deep attachment which the old captain fet 
foP his daughter. She had spent days wit 
him on the lightship, helping him to keep 
his lonely yigil, cheering his dreary exist- 
ence. 

Now death was claiming her for its own. 
Uniess the captain were taken from the 
ship he would never see her alive. 

Government officials, among whom Capt. 
Jorgenson was a great favorite, planned to 
relleve the captain's torture. The lightship 
tender Azalea Was requisitioned to‘ effe *t 
the captain’s rescue. The boat went out to 
sea in the teeth of the storm. When the 
Azalea came to within megaphone hailing 
distance of the lightship it was found that 
she could approach no nearer, owing to tne 
high seas, and the little tender put back. 

hen, after days and nights of anguish, 
the wireless message came: 

“Christine is dead.” 

A pitiful hope now sprung up In the be- 
reaved man’s heart. If he could only reacn 
home in time to see the dead wirl’s face he 
would sna'ch from fate some m ager crumb 
of comfecrt. 

At 'ast the angry wind expended Its fury. 
A west-bound steamer stopped near the 
lightship and though the seas were running 
dangerously high. the captain managed to 
reach the d®ck of the Anchor Line steam- 
er Austria, which enabled the unfortunate 
and bereaved sailor to reach his daughter’s 
home in Baintree, Mass. 


Ghost-Like Came 
the Message. 

Capt. Jorgenson has described for’ the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch his hours of anxious 
waiting and agony on the storm-beset light- 
ship. 

“On the night my daughter died,” said he. 
“wireless messages which, owing to some 
derangement of the apparatus on land had 
been delayed, began coming at the light- 
ship, the fifst telling me that my daughter 
was very sick, another that she was dying: 
and a third that she was deac. It was a 
weird and dreadful experience, like a ghost 
message delivered to me by an unseen 
agency out of the tempest. I was frantfe, 
for I knew it meant death to me to attempt 
to leave the ship. On Saturday and Sunday 
it was the same, for no boat could réach 
me, and in my despair, realizing the utter 
impossibility of reaching land, I nearly 
died. On Monday the weather cléared. but 
no boat/have in sight, and not until Tues- 
day morning. when the Atlantic liner As- 
toria, from Glasgow, came along, bound in- 
ward for New York, was I able to signal 
She took me off, and the next day we 
reached New York, Then came the quar- 
antine and other delays, so I did not reach 
home until Thureday. 

“I can say nothing more of my experience 
during that fearful week, longing and pray- 
ing for one look at my dead daughter's 
face and fearing that she would be iaid 
away before I could see her. But, thank 
God, I arrived in time. Now that it is over 
I feel that my affiiction has aged me ter- 
ribly. I was comparatively young before it 
happened and my hair was scarcely 
touched with gray. Now, as you see, it is 
almost white.”’ 

Though fate had played a tragic trick on 
the aged lightship master, yet it did not 
deny him the melancholy satisfaction of 
seeing his daughter before she was laid 
away in the tomb.

This is a better salar) 
than that obtained by the President of the 
United States. Quartz mines are being 
worked, and these are reported to assay 
from twenty to eighteen hundred dollars to 
the ton. Opal mines abound and yield the 
brilliant fire opal. Water is plentiful and 
is the chief means of transportation, and, 
being right at hand, is convenient for work- 


ing both placer mines and stamp mills. 

Nicaragua is known to the worid as @ 
banana and cocoanut producing country, 
together with rubber and other side prod- 
ucts that have made fortunes for enterp.}s 
ing Americans with a little capital. Go.d 
is a new feature comparatively, and if the 
country proves as rich as indicailons now 
point it will equal Alaska in production 
and be devoid of the hardships of cold. 
Ciilmatic conditions will not interfere, for 
if a man takes ordinary care of himself 
his years will be as many and comfortable 
in Nicaragua as in any othef place. 

On the banana steamer Broifond, just ar- 
rived from Bluefields, Nicaragua, were Mr. 

Mr 
Dye ts secretary of the Nicaragua Co., a 
New Jersey corporation which has power 
to do almost any kind of business in Nica- 
ragua that they may care to. Mr. Dye is 
also general representative of the Nica- 
ragua sroame™? Co. in Nicaragua, and it is 
in this eennection that he is in Galveston, 
having come up with Mr. Platts, whom he 
wishes to introduce to the Galveston mer- 
merchants and get them on to a trading 
basis. It was from Mr. Dye that the in- 
formation concerning the gold fields of 
Nicaragua was obtained. co 

“The Prinze Pulca district,” said he, “is 
the principal gold field of Nicaragua. There 
is also dtvelopment going on in the depart- 
ment of Zelaya, and placer mining can be 
conducted with profit on almost any stream 
in Nicarauga. Of the quartz camps Prinze 
Pulca is the largest and most important at 
yresent. There is quite a colony at Prinze 

ulea, and several mines have been sunk 
into the quartz.

One Texas Farmer Made $880 on Seven 
Acres. 

SHERMAN, Tex., Jan. 11.—That there is 
money to be made outaide of cotton raising 
in Texas has been cleatly demonstrated in 
thousands of instances. J. B. Richardson, 
a tenant on the Randolph farm, just south- 
west of this city, this year gathered 1100 
bushels of Irish potatoes from seven acres 
of landé, which he sold at 80c per bushel, 
aggregating $80, or about $125 per acre. On 
one acre he got 237 bushels. He used no 
fertilizer on any of the land, and attrib- 
utes the large production on the especially 


rolifie acre to its excellent drainage. He 
purchased some land adjacent, paying 
therefor $166 per acre, and has reasonable 
expectations that two crops of potatoes 
will pay all expenses of cultivation and 


the origfnal cost of the land.

If the reader will choose the classics—Shakspeare, the Bible, 
Boswell's Johnson, Milton, Dante and the like and live with them 
for a few years—early years are best—he is then qualified to make 
excursions into many books without peril of being intellectually 
bewildered or having his taste and power of judgment corrupted. 

There is very little nourishment in the aVerage book of the 
year. The reader whose object is not to keep up with the times 
im a superficial way may safely neglect it. When it becomes the 
book of the decade there is promise in it. But not until it clearly 
vindicates ite power as the book of the century can it claim rank 
@s a classic, a work for al! time. 

Adhering to the classics until th e power of judgment is fully de- 
veloped is likewise a good mode of saving time. A reader so 
trained can get what he wants out of a popular book in a very 
short time. A glance through its pages will often be enough. A 
well-trained reader can obtain a better knowledge of a book by 
@uch inspection than can one who reads many things laboriously 
from cover to cover. 

Power of judgment is power to enjoy. Learn to love the best 
and it will not be difficult to seize and enjoy the excellence of 
works gf lesser merit.

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SUSPENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 


An article in the*federal constitution runs thus: 

“Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, except as a pun- 
ishment for crime whereof the party shall have been duly con- 
victed, shall exist within the United States, or any place sub- 
ject to their jurisdiction.” 

The Taft commission in its recent report advises that 
article be suspended. The re@smmendation is as follows: 

“An attempt at the present time to use force in securing the 
liberty of Moro slaves would inevitably provoke a fierce conflict 
with a brave and warlike people and, so far as the slaves are 
concerned, would meet with little appreciation. If, on the other 
hand, the refusal on the part of the government to recognize 
slavery is persisted in, and the taking or acquiring of new 
slaves is prevented, the question wili settle itself in a genera- 
tion without bloodshed or the bitterness necessarily engendered 
by an armed strife.’’

The difficulties confronting the government are appreciated, 
but is it wise to evade them? Is it not better frankly to meet 
them? To set aside a plain mandate of the fundamental law 
is a dangerous proceeding.

CAMPAIGN FOR IT TO START IN 
VIRGINIA. 


HIGH BASIS FOR SYSTEM 


Eminent Southerners to Build Up a 
Better Scheme of Public Educa- 
tion in Their Section. 


RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 11.—As a result of 
a conference of dist'nguished southern ed- 
ucators held in thig city, a campaign is to 
be started at once in Virginia for the pur- 
pose of arousing popular interest in pub- 
lic education with the viwe of placing the 
system on a higher and firmer basis in the 
state.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 11.—Surprise 
reigns in Boston and Cambridge as a re- 
sult of the vote of the trustees of the 
Harvard Union, the great club of the unl- 
versity, that hereafter members of Har- 


vard classes or societies having the privi- 
lege of dining at the Union as organizations 
ony d be served with lager, ale or claret, to 
be bought and paid for. by the Union men 
participating in the dinner. 

The element of ae ts caused by the 
fact that Cambridge is a strictly no-license 
city, and heretofore all the authorities 
great or minor, of the oA gry Ae ° 
the organizations affiliated with it have for- 
bidden the use of liquor whatsoever on 
premises belonging to or attached to the 
university. 

The consternation fs confined gimost ex- 
clusively to the hotel and cafe owners of 
Boston, who have had a rich source of in- 
come from the dinners prepa and served 
for Harvard organizations, the young men 
going to that city for their dinners be- 
catise they could not here t whatever 
they wanted to drink, and could there have 
all they were able to pay for. 

One result of the trustees voting this 
heretofore forbidden Ph idan is that al. 
ready a humber of dinners arranged for 
during the winter and spring at Boston ho- 
tels have been canceled by the committees 
appointed by the Harvard organizations 
which had planned to hold them, and will 
instead be served in the Harvard Union tn 
Cambridge. 

The undergraduates, as well as the alum- 
ni of thé university. afte overjoyed at the 
important step which has been taken by 
the trustees. as they regard it as an Indica- 
tion that the overseers of the university 
and the faculty which the untversity should 
bear toward the student body. 

President Pritchett of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology seyeral weeks ge 
declared himself in favor of allowing the 
students of that Institution to drink beer at 
their class meetings, and although. he has 
been bitterly assailed by ministers and the 
temperance organizations, he has persisted 
in his course, and besides defending himself 
against the attacks made on him, he has 
even justified his course, and. now “kom- 
mers” are a regular feature of student life 
at ‘“Tech."’ 

The success of President Pritchett's-inno- 
vation was so great that it doubtless in- 
fluenced the trustees of the Harvard Union. 
The overseers of the university have taken 
no formal! action on the matter, but ey 
have tacitly given their consent to the’ de- 
marture, as nothing can be done at the 
jarvard Union against the wishes of the 
overseers.

ONE OF THREE BROTHERS 


CONFINED TO A COUCH IN NEW 
YORE HOSPITAL. , 


Talks Entertainingly of the Days That 
Are Gone and Says a Newspaper 
Man First Suggested Re- 
served Seats. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—Sitting bolt up 
right by night as well as by day in a big 
armchair in St. Mary’s Hospital, Nell Bry- 
ant, once the most popular minstre] in 
America and the last of the great bilack- 
face comedians, is patiently waiting for 
his end. 

There are few old theater-goers who do 
not remember the merry antics and jolly 
mimicry of the three brothers Bryant when 
their minstrel] show set a-rippling the 
laughtor of half the nation. 

Theirs was an unusual popularity. My 
lady and her maid, solemn frock coated 
men and boisterous serving man—they all 
scrambled for seats in a tryly democratic 


manner. In one heterogeneous commingling 
they listened and looked. Upon the = 
the periormance was in keeping with the 
audience. 

No one oould help being merry, yet no 
even! Passed when sentiment stole away 
from the footlights disheartened, while fri- 
volity h@!d her own ponte: If Jim 
Crow disported himself in sidesplitting gro- 
tesquerie were not Uncle Ned's shovel and 
hoe hung up in pathetic inactivity? 

Minstrelsy in those days was a wondrous 
2astry concoction. Under the foamy frost- 
ne and betweed the layers of laughter and 
jollity was always the pudding—none too 
solid, to be sure, but poee as easily served 
lemon jelly sort of delicacy, appetizing and 
digestib'e. . 

None dealt out the tart and the sweet 
more generously than Nell Bryant and his 
brothers, Dan and Jerry. From New York 
to San Francisco and across the Pacific to 
far Australia they left oehind them a 
sounding trail of rippling laughter. After 
they had passed people saw the sunlight 
with unclouded eyes and heard in tinklin 
bird sonds an falling waters the rattle an 
croon of their swaying minstrel melodies. 


Gifted With 
Irish Wit. 


Three light-hearted Irishmen, gifted with 
the ever-ready wit of their countrymen, 
they formed a harmonious trio it would 
have been difficult to excel. Their min- 
strelsy was not the latter day buffoonery. 
It Was an outpouring of talent that would 
have brought any of them a measure of 
Cess On any stage. 

They thhad a theater of their own for many 
years, where prosperity smiled upon them. 
From 1857 to 1867 they held forth at No. 472 
to audiences that taxed the house 
nightly. In 10 years they did not play to a 
losing week. Often their yearly profits 
reached $40,000. The only seven days in 
which business was poor were when Fort 
Sumter was fired upon. That week the 
profits were only $27. 

The building itself was little like the cosy 
playh»uses of today. Its interior was 
church-like, fitted up with wooden pews for 
seats. On Sunday it served as a house of 
worship. The auditorium proper was 100 
feet from the street and was reached by a 
long entrance 16 feet wide. 

As business came up town Bryant's Min- 
strels came too. Another theater was built 
for them in Fourteenth street, now occu- 
— by Tony Pastor. Here again the pub- 
fc thronged the house, but about this time 
the first break in the trio came. Jerry 
Bryant “‘washed up’’ for the last time. 

he theater afterward occupied by Koster 
& Bial in Twenty-third street, near Sixth 
avenue, was soon afterward erected for 
Dan Bryant, who branched out into Irish 
comedy. His was clean-cut art, that found 
a sturdy following. Minstrelsy was losing 
favor with the public. With the advent of 
Lydia Thompson burlesque assumed an im- 
portance that in. the end drove the old- 
time minstrel performance from the stage. 

In 1875 Dan Bryant made his last bow to 
the public which loved him. and only Neil 
was left. He reorganized the old company, 
but with two of its leaders gone the fickle 
public looked elsewhere for amusement. The 
tour which followed was not successful. 
After that he appeared on various vaude- 
ville stages, and in 1883 he made his final 
appearance. ;

UN ARBITRATION 


Hitoh in Proceedings of the 
Mexico Convention. 


GIVEN TO CHILI. 


Six Delegations, Argentine, Bolivia, 
San Domingo, Peru, Paraguay and 
Venezuela Insist on Orig- 
inal Plan. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Jan. 11.—The arbi- 
tration situation is approaching another of 
its periodical crises. This time it is the Pe- 
ruvian combination which is offended. So 
long as Chili maintained her original atti- 
tude, threatening to withdraw if a supple- 
mentary treaty were presented to thg con- 
ference, the Peruvian combination stood 
still, recognizing its advantage. Thep some 
modifications in the plan of submissiqn of 
a supplementary arbitration project to the 
conference were proposed, designed to ren- 
der less difficult Chili’s withdrawal from 
her attitude. The modifications involved 
merely an apparent concession to Chill, a 
concession in form rather than in fact, 

Six delegations, those from Argentina, 
Bolivia; Santo Domingo, Peru, Paraguay 
and Venezuela, insist én a literal fulfill- 
ment of the original deal. Guatemala, Sal- 
vador, Honduras and Uruguay see no vital 
objection to accepting the modification, 


draw unless their pn is carried out. They 
regard the incorporation of their project in 
the final acts of the conference as of para- 
mount importance. They say 
ence fails, so far as they are concerned, 
unless this is done, arbitration being the 
only real issue before the conference which 
concerns them. It is useless for them to 
remain in case they cannot accomplish 
their purpose. 

Their project follows The Hague conven- 
tion very closely, except in the first few ar- 
ticles. Considerable feeling is developing 
against the United States delegation. Some 
radicals are very angry. One from Argenti- 
na yesterday openly accused Mr. Buchanan 
of desiring to assist the Chilians and said 
the United States had become Chi i's ally. 
This was because Mr. Buchanan had been 
interested in endeavoring to get the radi- 
cals together so that whatever is done may 
come quickly. They apparently are un- 
able to recognize that two nations may 
hold the same views without necessarily 
being allles. They seem to think the Unit- 
ed States oppose obligatory arbitration be- 
cause Chili does. One member of the radi- 
cal combination said this morning that 
their patience was about exhausted. 
case it appeared that the conference now 
holding were unable to reach a solution 
they would announce their withdrawal. 
They were interested in only a few things 
besides arbitration. These might occupy 
them a week. They would then leave, the 
delegate said.

The War Office May Be Compelled* to 
Resort to Conscription in Order 
to Fill Depleted Ranks. 


LONDON, Jan. 11.—The British war of- 
fice is confronted with a most serious con- 
dition of affairs. Its call for volunteers to 
relieve the regiments at the front has s0 
far met with absolutely no response, and 
has served to intensify the widespread in- 
dignation existing among all the volunteer 
regiments. 

In the first place, volunteers answering 
the call would only receive a shilling a day, 
while the yeomanry, in which many volun- 
teers have already enlisted, receive five 
shillings a day. 


_ Ths only solution for the deadlock appears 


to be for the war office to introduce con- 
scription or withdraw the new regulations. 
These have stirred up strife to an extent 


which has not existed for many a year be- 
tween the government officials and the vol- 
untary arm of the service, and, according 
to many high officers, will bankrupt a ma- 
jority of the regiments. 

According to the new rules, every regi- 
ment must go into camp for one week each 
year, and the government grant will be 
reduced in proportion to the number of ab- 
sentees from the camp. The volunteers 

= more 
than 40 per cent of the men in the sam 
week, so different are the occupations o 
the volunteers. 

In addition, the war office refuses to rec- 
ognize drills which are not attended by a 
pebag, on of men which it has hitherto 

en found quite impossible to attain, and 
iinposes battalion parades of such str:agth 
that there is no drill hall or drill ground 
in London large enough to enable the pat- 
talions to maneuver.

cabinet minister, A. J. Balfour, who com- 
mands the London Scottish. 

The matter will be brought to the atten- 
tion @f Parliament, and if the order of 
the war secretary, Mr. Broderick, is not 
amended, the vclunteer force, so the colo- 
nel of one of the strongest London regi- 
ments says, will dwindle to nothing. 

In the meanwhile, the war office is still 
waiting anxiously for an answer to its 
call for additional troops for service in 
South Africa. 


CRUCIFIXES: TORN DOWN 


Catholic Churchmen of Arles, France, 
Are Greatly Incensed by an Act 
of Vandalism.

PAHIS, Jan 8—Arles, which is one of 
the oldest a@d most picturesque towns in 
southern France, is at this moment in 
great agitation. 

On the night of Dec. 22 all the crucifixes 
in the public square were broken down and 
desecrated. Although a portion of the in- 
habitants are anti-religious, the majority 


are devout Catholics, and this act has 
greatly enraged them. 

One of these crucifixes in particular, a 
large one in bronze, was fished from the 

utter by plous hands and carried to the 

urch of the Major, where it was ven- 
erated by a great multitude. It is not 
known exactly who are the desecrators, but 
strong suspicions are directed toward the 
socialist element in the city. 

The mayor of Arles has been so censuré.i 
on account of it that he has handed in his 
resignation. , 

M. Emile Faguet of the French Academy 
has in a most scathing article called “‘The 
Hatred of the Christ,"’ reviewed the evils 
that have just tuken place at Arles.

GETTING OIL TO TIDE WATER. 


A BSystem of Barges Believed to Be 
Cheaper Than Pipe Lines—Gov. 
Shaw’s Interests. 
BEAUMONT, Tex., Jan. 11.—8ince the dis- 
covery of oil In Beaumont there have been 
at various times projects for piping the 
oil from Spindletop to such neighboring cit- 
les as Galveston and New Orleans and pos- 
Sibly other seaports where great quanti- 
tiles of ofl will be used for fuel purposes on 
railways or steamship lines. As yet none 
of these schemes have resulted in any sort 
of a tangible proposition looking to a reali- 
zation of the pipe lines, and furthermore 
it is becoming evident very rapidaiy that 
such projects are more remote now than 
ever before owing to the fact that it has 
been demonstrated that oil can be carried 
in barges cheaper and more satisfactorily 
than it could in pipe lines. This is true to 


such an extent that it is becoming a ques- 
tion of serious consideration whether or not 
it is cheaper to pipe the oll even as far as 
Port Arthur and Sabine Pass than to carry 
it in barges. Not many days ago Senator 
Towne, who is at the head of the Central 
Asphalt and Refining Co. now constructing 
a iarge refinery at Grigsby’s Bluff, said 
that after most careful calculations it had 
been demonstrated very clearly that it 
would be cheaper to carry oll by barges to 
the ships at Port Arthur and Sabine Pass 
than to build a pipe line.

MULES. FROM TENAS 


OUTCLASSES ALL OF HIS KIND 


The British Government Is Said to Be 
Likely to Continue in the Mar- 
ket for an Indefinite Tima 


FORT WORTH, Tex., Jan. 11.—Outside of 
the cattle business it is safe to say that no 
other business in Texas has been as bene- 
ficial to the rancher and cattleman as the 
demand during the past two years by the 
British government for Texas raised mules 
and horses fot use in the Transvaal war in 
South Africa. As a result of this traffic it 
is a safe estimate, made by conservative 
commission men, that fully a quarter of a 
million herd ofthese animals have found 
their way through the port of New Orleans 
tothe South African republic. The bulk or 
these shipments have been made from Tex- 
as. Horses and mules have also been 
shipped from Missour!l and Kansas, but 
there is no comparison that can be made 
with Texas and the territories. The ani- 


mals ralsed in this state seems to have 
been ‘nore in demand by the British gov- 
ermment than those from other sections 
further North, and the reason is said tp be 
that they are heartier and able to sfand 
the warm climate to which they are sent. 
This trade has grown to be enormous and 
there seems to be no Immediate cessation 
of the shipments from this state. At least 
the representatives of the British goverh- 
ment who are in the city buying these ani- 
mais give assurances that buying/Is liable 
to continue indefinitely, so far as they have 
been advised by the home government. 

It was reported some weeks ago that the 
buyers in this state and other bections of 


the country had received ordeys from the 


British government that no more horses 
and mules would be needed f6r service in 
the South African war, but, investigation 
yesterany developed the fact’ that no such 
inetructions have been recelyed in this city. 

The chances ure that thousands of horses 
will continue to be shipped across the wa- 
ters for some time to co . or at least so 
long as the war exists bétween the Boers 
and the British.

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NEGRO BEGEED 
FOR HIS LIF 


TAKEN FROM JAIL BY KENTUCKY 
MOB AND HANGED. 


WITH ASSAULT 


Jailer Refused to Surrender Him, but 
the Lynchers Broke Open 
the Jail Doors. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ky., Jan. 11.—Jim Mays, 
a negro, charged with assaulting a white 
girl in the Sams neighborhood, in this coun- 
ty, Wednesday, was taken from jail by a 
mob early today and hanged to a tree in 
the high school yard. The mob came into 
town quietly, and after arousing Jaller 
Cattlett, demanded the keys of the fail. 
Their request was refused, however, and 
they immediately began to hammer the 
locks on the jail doors. It took but a few 
moments to obtain an entrance to the pris- 
on, where they found Mays cowering in his 


cell and begging the other prisoners to pro- 


tect him. 

The leaders of the mob took charge of the 
negro, and telling the jailer to watch the 
rest of the prisoners, dragged Mays to the 
high school yard, where he was speedily 


strung up to a tree. 
The mob’s work was quietly done, and 

but few words were spoken by the leaders 

while they were at the jail They seemed 


determined to get their man. 

Only the jailer and two or three others 
knew anything about the coming of the 
mob until this morning. It is not known 
in what direction the men departed or 
where the mob dispersed. Neither is any 
member of the mob known to the officials. 
The negro’s body was cut down and an in- 
quest held by the coroner. 

The negro was arrested* and brought 
here Wednesday. He was charged with 
attempting to conmimit a criminal assault 
upon a young white girl in the Sams 
negihborhood, this county. She was re- 
turning home from a neighbor's and was at- 
tacked by the negro. She fought him stub- 
bornly. and her screams brought two of 
her thers to her rescue. 

They pursued Mays and succeeded in 
captnari him after a long chase. The 
broth beat the negro severely, and were 
only prevented from killing him by the ar- 
rival of some farmers who turned the ne- 
gro over to a constable.

Very few authenticated facts are forth- 


coming of the life of Francois Villon, the 
vagabond poet, as he was universally 
styled. Justin Huntly McCarthy spent 
weeks in the libraries of Paris and at the 
British Musetim, searching for material. 
and nearly every adventure that Villon ex- 
periences in “If I Were King’ were based 
upon_circumstances in which the hero that 
Mr. Sothern portrays may have shared. 

Here is, in brief. the sum of what we 
know of Villon. ‘He was born of humble 
folk. He was educated, to a certain meas- 
ure, in the education of the day. He had 
known ‘good companionship, had drifted. 
through evil communicattons, into bad 
companionship. He was a thief and 
friend of thieves. He was a lover of light 
loves who seems to have known one strong 
passion. In_ self-defense, he wounded a 
man to death in a street scuffle. He was 
tried, doomed, tmprisoned—he came very 
near to the galiows. He was somehow or 
other pardoneg by a royal favor, and he 
disappeared from human history without 
leaving any certain knowledge of his end. 
Such is the epitome of what Is. in a sense. 
the unimportant substance of a story. The 
important fact fs that he was a poet. and 
great poets, as Theophile Gautier happily 
@nid, are even rarer than honest folk. 
though these latter are by no means com- 
mon. 

Seldom perhaps has a post been at more 
pains to deny himself his inheritance of 
immortality and to fight with his preten- 
tions to fame. The gems that his genius 
fashioned are shrined in the strongest cas- 
ket; his humor, his beauty. his tenderness. 
his pity, his patriotism are hidden in as 
an imbroglio of words as ever 
| was devised for the baffling of students. 

That Villon’s career was full of adven- 
iture there Is no doubt. Here was a charac- 
.er whose poems show that he might have 
been anything, a leader of the rabble or 
dictator of an empire.

“No. By May I fear we shal! have such 
a smallpox scare and epidemic that London 
will be in quarantine when King Bdward

Both Indicted. | 


POISON FED TO HER HUSBAND 


DRUG WAS CONCEALED IN CANDY 
SENT TO VICTIM. 


Something About the Two Women and 
the Early History of the Mc- 
Williams Family. 


JACKSONVILLE, Il, Jan. 11.—Mrs. Ma- 
mie Barnes, wife of the murdered man, and 
her mother, Mrs. Mary L. McWilliams, who 
are charged with conspiring in a plot for 
the purpose of killing Dr. Joseph L. Barnes 
by administering poisoned candy, will be 
placed on trial Monday. The other defend- 
ant, William Webb Ferguson, who admin- 
istered the candy, was found gullty Dec. 1 
and sentenced to serve 20 years In the 


Chester penitentiary. 

Mrs McWilliams and her daughter Ma- 
mie lived in Jacksonville about ten years 
ago, and since their names have come 80 
prominently before the public many older 
citizens recall happenings of those days in 
the MeWilliams family when they lived in 
a comfortable little cottage on North sp 
tte street and David McWilliams, the 
head of the house, was nsion attorney 
here. Their home here, if the words of 
neighbors can be believed, was not the 
happicst one in the world, for Mrs. .Mc- 
Williams was a terrible scold and David, 
her husband, who was 4 long, gaunt, easy- 
going old fellow, was won t to take it all 
meekly and let the old world wag. 


Mrs. McWilliams’ 


Career Here. 

Nothing is known of Mrs. McWilliams 
until 1884, when she married David McoWill- 
iams in Monticello, Il. It is known, how- 
ever, that he was her second husband and 
that her first husband was a4 brother of 
David’s. He was a judge and resided at 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., so that it would 

that she liked the McWilliams or they 
liked her or both. When-she first arrived 
in Monticello she told that she and her 
first husband had been driven from their 
home in Missouri because of his favorin 
the North ‘in the civil strife. She claim 
to have been a nurse In the civi] war on the 
Union side and she very probably was, for 
she has done some nursing since that time 
and has fairly demonstrated that she is 
very capable in that line. While at Monti- 
cello she was an active member of the 
Woman's Reliof Corps. 

While in Jacksonville she attracted at- 
tention only. in her own neighborhood and 
that by her family quarrels and gossiping. 
It is said that she abused her husband in 
a disgraceful way and that he very rare- 
lv had a pleasant home hour. She occa- 
sionally would run out oh the streets and 
into a neighbor's and ask to be hidden, as 
Mr. McWilliams had threatened her. Some- 
times she would do this when she saw him 
But none of the neighbors 
recollect ever seeing him abuse her. On 
the contrary, it is said, she never al- 
lowed an opportunity of gossiping or of 
tongue-lashing someone to go by unim- 
proved. , 

Her husband died about 1892 and after that 
time she went to Monticello to reside with 
her daughter, Mrs. Barnes. She resided 
there until about eighteen months ago, 
when they removed to Quincy, where, it is 
alleged, they planned the death of the 
daughter's husband, who was a patient in 
the insane hospital tn this city.

An expert cracksman did the work 
a@t the Stockyards Bank last Monday 
night. That was obvious. 

I presume he came from Chicago or 
St. Louis. 

The other men in the gang may 
have been local men. 

One of them must have been a local 
man, elec they had been around for 
some time, getting familiar with 
things. They seemed to know the 
ground and I am told they called 
Bastep by his nickname, ‘Al,’ and 
also mentioned Philipot. 

The job was one of the most re- 
markable in my experience. I never 
heard before of men being all night 
on a job of safe-cracking. I can't 
explain that feature. 

It is very strange that they should 
capture Philpot at 7:45 in the evenirg 
and then do nothing more until mid- 
night. 

Most robbers would have gone in 
at midnight, captured the men who 
were around and then done the job. 
They wouldn't have caught one man 
just after dark and ten sat around 
waiting for four hours. There's too 
much danger of somebody coming in 
on them. 

The number of men in the gang 
was unusual. Generally you wiil 
hear of three or four, but not often 
five or six. 

That's too many and makes cap- 
ture easy. Then there's hardly use 
for that many. From the reportr in 
the case it seems only three played 
@ prominent part. There are no de- 
scriptions of the others, and they 
don’t seem to have cut much figure. 

The robbers certainly made a cleat 
escape as well as a good job on the 
gafe. They left no traces and as a 
result the police have a hard job. 

Although almost a week has passed 
the thing appears almost as much a 
mystery as ever, and about all we 
can do is to wurk on theories.

Medical Society, believes he has dis- 
covered a use for the much-maligned vermi- 
form appendix. 

Dr. Hershey hag just brought his theory 
to the attention of the medical profession, 
and it has excited great Interest in the sur- 
gical world. According to the doctor, verm- 
iform appendix is a secretory organ, the 
function of which is the lubrication of the 
beginning of the large intestine. 

During the course of an interesting Inter- 
view with Dr. Hershey he said: 

“The generally accepted definition of the 
vermiform appendix is, ‘A functioniess or- 
gan, a rudiment of a lengthened saeccum,’ 
using the word rudimentary instead of what 
should be used, “vestigial.” If rudimentary, 
it presumes the possibility of further devel- 
opment. If vestigial, the supposition is that 
it was once a wWeill-developed organ, but has 
become functioniess. This latter is the most 
generally accepted view. 

“Tt seems almost incredible that with our 
intimate acquaintance with this little mem- 
ber of our anatomy, we should pronounce it 
o functionless organ.

The transmitting apparatus is concealed 
in the box before described. Two wires of 
the thickness of a lead pencil coil from its 
corners and disappear through the wall of 
the room, and enter the ground outside. On 
top of the box is an ordinary telephone 
transmitter and a telephone switch. This 
is the machine through which the voice of 
the sender is passtd into the ground to be 
transmitted by the earth's electrical waves 
to the ear of the person who has an instru- 
ment capable of receiving and reproducing 
it. 

The son of Mr. Stubblefield was leftat the 
house to send the messages. 

We went into the cornfield back of the 
hduse. Five hundred yards away we came 
to the experimental station § the inventor 
has used for several months In working out 
hia wireless telephony theory. it is a dry 
goods box fastened tw the top of a stump. 
A roof to shed the rain has been placed on 
top of it; one side is Ringed for a door, and 
wires connected with the ground on both 
sides run into it and are atiached to a pair 
of telephone receivers. ‘he box was bullt 
as a shelter from the weather, and us a pro- 
tection to the receivers. 1 took a seat in 
the box and Mr. Stubblefield shouted a 
“hello” to the house. This was the signal 
to his son to begin sending messages. 

I placed the receiver to my ears and Ls- 
tened. Presently there came with extraor- 
dinary distinctness several spasmodic 
buzzings, then a volce which sald: 

“Hello! Can you hear me? Now I will 
count ten. One—two—three—four—five—six 
—seven—eight—nine—ten. Did you hear 
that? Now I will whisper.” 

I heard as clearly as if the speaker were 
only across a i2-foot room the ten numer- 
als whispered. 

“Now I will whistle,’ sald the voice. 

For a minute or more the tuneless whis- 
die of a boy was conveyed to the listener's 
ears. 

“IT am going to play the 
now,” sald the voice.

Away we went down a wagon traok, 
through the wide cornfield. A gate was 
opened into a lane between the hedge that 
bordered the field and @ dense oak woods.

I took the four rods from Stubblefield.

Two by two the rods were sunk in the 
ground, about half their length, the wires 
between them hanging loosely, and with 
plenty of play. I placed a receiver at each 
ear and waited. In a few moments came 
the signaling ‘“‘buzz,”’ and the voice of Stub- 
blefield’s son saying, “Hello! Can you hear 
me? Now I will count ten, 6t6."” He went 
through the program heard at the station 
in the cornfield.

Stubblefield leaned against a tree, saying 
nothing, his arms folded, but with a look 
of triumph on his face.

He comes from a family distinguished 
In his locality. His father was a lawyer, 
much respected in that part of Kentucky,, 
and passing rich. His brothers are mer- 
chants, “well off,” as the Saying is, and 
leaders in the community. But Nathan 
Stubblefield is a man aloof. He cares only 
for his home, his family. and—electricity. 
Me educates his children in person and, 
after seeing that his family ts well pro- 
vided for, spends the remainder of his 
substance in electrical experiments. 


His son, Bernard B. Stubblefield, 14 years 
of age, has for four years been his father's 
sole assistant. He is a remarkable boy. 
His father has been his only educator, and 
the lad isnowan expert electrician and reads 
abtruse works on electricity and technical 
electrical journals with the same gest that 
other boys read stories of travel and ad- 
ventures. His father says of the boy that 
he would be able to carry out and finish his 
system of wireless telegraphy should the 
father die, so closely has he been allied 
with every step in its discovery and de- 
velopment.

HAV® been working for this ten or 
] twelve years, he said. Long before I 

heard ‘of Marconi’s efforts, or the ef- 
forts of others, to solve the problem of 
the transmission of messages through space 
without wires, I began to think about it 
and wor for it. This solution its not the 
result of an inspiration or the work of a 
minute. It is the climax of the labor of 
years of days and nights of thought, of 
hundreds of hours of experimenting. 


Of course I worked along the lines all 
the others are working. The earth, the 
air, the water, all the universe, as we 
know it, is permeated with the remarkable 
fluid which we call electricity, the most 
wonderful of God's gifts to the world, and 
capable of the most inestimable benefits 
when it is mastered by man. For years 
I have been trying to make the bare earth 
do the work of:the wires. I know now that 
I have conquered it. The electrical fiuid 
that permeates the earth carries the human 
voice, transmitted to it by any apparatus, 
with much more clarity and lucidity than it 
does over wires. I have solved the prob- 
lem of telephoning without wires through 
the earth as Signor Marconi has of send- 
ing signals through space. But I can also 
telephone without wires through space as 
well as through the earth, because my me- 
dium ia everywere. 

How I have obtained this result ts, of 
cotrse, my secret. My apparatus has not 
yet been patented. In that small box that 
you have seen lies the secret of my suc- 
cess. It is not yet perfect, by any means. 
I can now telephone a mile without wires. 
When the larger apparatus, on which I am 
now working, is finished I will demonstrate 
that messages can be sent much further— 
how far I cannot say. The system can be 
developed until messages by voice can be 
sent and heard all over the country, to 
Europe, all over the world. There is noth- 
ing to stop it. The world is its limits. This 
may seem like boasting. It is not. It isa 
fact. 

Beneath the surface of the earth, as 
above it, there is electricity. No one knows 
how deep it extends or how high it goes. 


apparatus consists of, or how it does 
work, I will not tell. 

That it does all that I claim for it now 
ample tests have proved. In a short 
when my improved and more powerful ap- 
paratus is finished, I will make another 
test, and expect to be able to telephone 
several miles. Then I will go to Washing- 
ton and patent my invention, which will 
also be protected in all countries having 
patent laws. I will then, also, seek capital 
with which to further develop my discov* 
ery. 

As to the practicability of my invention, 
all that I claim for it now is that it is 
capable of sending simultaneous messages 
from a central distributing station over &@ 
very wide territory. For instance, anyone 
having a receiving instrument, which would 
consist merely of a telephone receiver and 
a few feet of wire, and a signaling gong, 
could, upon being signaled by a transmit- 
ing station in Washington, or nearer, if 
advisable, be informed of weather news. 
My apparatus ts capable of sending out @ 
gong signal, as well as voice messagos. 
Eventually it will be used for the general 
transmission of news of every descrip- 
tion. 

I have as yet devised no method whereby 
it can be used with privacy. Wherever 
there is a receiving station the signal and 
the message may be heard simultaneously. 
Eventually I, or somegne, will discover a 
method of tuning tHe transmitting and re- 
celving instruments so that each will an- 
swer only to its mate. 

I claim for my apparatus that it will 
work equally as well through air and wa- 
ter as it does through the earth. That it 
will convey messages between the land and 
sea. for instance from lighthouses to ships, 
from vessels in any part of the ocean to 
vessels or to their owners on land if each 
carry my transmitters and receivers; it 
can be used on moving trains so that they 
may be spoken between stations and thus 
prevent accidents. There is no conceivable 
position or station in which they may not 
be used. The all enveloping electricity, the 
medium of cariage, insures that. 

Of course my system demands develop- 
ment, which, In turn, demands time and 
money. But I have accomplished the fact. 
I can telephone without wires, a mile or 
more now, and with more powerful appar- 
atus and further development, everywhere. 
The curvature of the earth means nothing 
to me—it will not deter messages sent by 
my apparatus. 

I have shown you what my machine will 
do through the earth by grounding the 
wires. I will say that it is not absolutely 
necessary to ground the wires. I can send 
messages with one wire in the ground, the 
other in the air, or with no wires at all. 
In fact my first and crude experiments 
were made without ground wires. I have 
sent messages by means of a cumbersome 
and incomplete machine through a brick 
wall and several other walis of lath and 
plaster without wires of any description. 
The present method of grounding wires 
merely insures greater power in transmis- 
sion.

HE human bcay 1s constantly throw- 
T ing off its life force: It is always 

expending energy. We capnot walk 
across the reom or cannot breathe that 
this is not demonstrated. This force |is 
sometimes absorbed by other beings; often 
it is lost. 

What is this thing we call scent? What 
power is it we leave behind us after eyery 
fobtstep that enables the hoynd to follow 
us over the same path the next day? It /is 
& part of the same power that permits us 
to move our bodies. It is generated in the 
system and, when applied to our limbs, 
passes out into the floor of the earth. 

My theory has been that this expended 
force can be controlied and utilized. I 
have finally demonstrated it successfully.

First, I show animal magnetism, or life 
force, differs from material magnetism. I 
have bent, at right angles, a piece of heavy

tack and a small piece of wood pith. I hold 
& common steel magnet to the tack. It is 
swayed and caught by the steel.

These are the most satisfactory demon- 
strations tn animal magnetism that have 
ever been made, to my knowledge, and to 
my mind they rank in importance with 
those made by Benjamin Franklin with his 
kite and storage jars. 

I do not believe it is given to me to suc- 
cessfully store this power or to employ it 
further along the lines of strict practicabil- 
ity. But I have shown its power and other 
scientists must take up the work where I 
have left off. 

I have also dem rated that the hu- 
man body contains positive and negative 
magnetism. If a person is right-handed, 


the positive current is on that side, and the 
negative is on the left. In left-handed per- 
sons the positive is on the left side. 

Take two pieces of thoroughly dry pa- 
per. Lay them on the right leg and rub 
them briskly two or three times with the 
right hand.

not dream that I would survive the other 
32 members and live to drink alone at the 
brotherhood’s last banquet, surrounded only 
by the memories of my old friends, who 
dropped off one by one, leaving empty 
places as the years rolled by. 

Yet I must, ta be true to those memories 
and wind up the association of {riends that 
endured for #4 years, assemble with the 
spirits of those comrades on the third Sat- 
urday of the coming February, aa provided 
by the bylaws, and then open and drink 
@ bottle of wine that was corked and sealed 
upon our first coming together and set 
aside for the man who should gutlive all 
the other members of our band. 

That wine, which I have in safe-keeping, 
shall be duly apened in the presence of my- 
self and the spirits of my departed asso- 
clatesa, and I shall drink to the memory of 
each and every one of them. The observ- 
ance of this last duty imposed upon me by 
the laws of our brotherhood shal! fall upon 
the moment of midnight of Feb. 16, the hour 
that we always spent together once every 
year. The table shall be spread the same 
as it has always been at our suppers. There 
will be 33 plates laid, and at 32 of them 
there will be bouquets, one for each of the 
departed members. Every year the place of 
each dead associate was marked by a bou- 
quet of fresh flowers, tiled with black and 
white ribbon, on which the name of the de- 
parted one was printed.

From all parts of the globe reports have 
been received giving interesting accounts of 
persons o have far exceeded the aliot- 
ment of three-score and ten. 

Fronm 136 years down to % years more 
than 218 cases have been reported upon. 
The most minute particulars have been ob- 
tained in each case. 

In all these cases heredity stands out 
prominently as the governing factor in a 
life that lasts 100 years or more. 

The table records prepared by the 
Hundred xeag Club show that most of the 
100-yearltes were abstemious of diet, nari 
workers and éarly risers. 

Some used alcoholic beverages and many 
used tobacco, both im moderation. They 
seemed to have perfect control over their 
phyaical machinery. 

“The purpose of the Hundred Year Club,” 
said Mr. G. W. Smith of % West Forty- 
fifth street, founder of the organization, 
“was not to attempt to make its members 
live 100 years, but to so shape their own 
lives and Influence those of others that they 
could get the best out of life In the most 
reasonable way. 

“Among our members are such persons as 
John DeWitt Warner, Charles W. Mackey, 
Dr. G. Lenox Curtis, Alfred N. Isham, Dr. 
Cyrus Edson, Gen. James R. O’Bierne and 
Dr. Cariton Simon is the president of the 
club. 

“Dr. Simon has had charge of the vital 
statistica, and has worked very hard in 
gathering them from all parts of the 


world.”

HE United States army has housed a veritable war dragon at Fort Meyer, 
across the Potomac river from Washington, D. C. 
similar to the one used by the German army, and was made from the same 


It is a giant balloon 


plans of the young German lieutenant who invented it. 


The big balloon is to be principally used for signaling. 


It can mount to a 


height of more than a thousand feet and still remain in telephonic and telegraphic 


communication with the earth. 


From their vantage point of some 1400 feet the 


officers in its car could scan the country around for 50 miles or more and render 


invaluable service to the army they serve. 


It is also a possibility that the big war 


balloon may be used in transporting troops across rivers, the idea being that of 


anchoring the balloon over midstream, 


ropes may be suspended by means of 


which soldiers could swing themselves across the stream very rapidly. This could 
not be done upon great streams like the Mississippi, but in most cases, it is be- 
lieved, the balloon and its ropes weuld serve.

One Of the largest balloon barns in the 
world has been erected within the new 
park. This is a great, rectangular, corru- 
gated fron building with slanting roof and 
great doors which throw open the entire 
front end of the structure. The size of these 
ewinging doors gives some hint as to the 
proportions of the monster which will make 
ite exits and its entrances through them. 

A dragon is to abide within the iron walls 
of thie great barn. This dragon is to be 
employed to help fight Uncle Sam's future 
battles. If all things come to pass as they 
are now being prophesied by army officers 
this war dragon will belch forth fire, like 
its mythical ancestors; will devour men by 
the hundreds; will wipe formidable fort- 
resses from the faces of the earth. 


Uncle Sam’s war dragon is the twin 
brother of the flying monster with which 
the German army lately equipped itself. It 
is ‘an airship which combines all of the 
virtues of the man-carrying kite and cap- 
tive balloon; which eliminates the evils of 
both. To stray rather broadly from classic- 
@l simile, it may be best described as a) 
giant sausage tilted up on one end and 
having a smaller sausage curled up over 
ite lower extremity, after the fashion of 
the eqirrel’s tail. This smaller envelope 
sucks up air which presses against qa dia- 
phragm or partition within the larger en- 
velope and thus keeps the covering of the 
latter alwaye enugly tight, regardless of 
how much the gas contained therein may 
expand er contract. The entire balloon is 
held by a cabie and gemains poised at the 
game angle which the kite presents to the 
upper air currents. Like the kite, it files 
higher and higher the faster the wind 
blows, whereas the ordinary captive bal- 
loon dips lower and lower as the speed of 
the breeze quickens. 

The new dragon barn is as large inside 
as an average church. If its floor were 
waxed, it would be an excellent ball room, 
fit for a large gathering. But in daytime, 
when its great doors are shut, it is dark 
and gloomy within. 

Just under the roof is hung a concave 
rack of emoothly planed boards. This 
perves as a shield, protecting the dragon's 
yellow back from the bolts and ocorruga- 
tions in the celling of the metallic house. 

When the dragon is at home, this house 
will hold him and an ordinary pear- 
shaped balloon, both blown up to thelr ut- 
most capacity. When the dragon is out, 
the interior space will contain four of the 
pear balloons, inflated. 

Inside the great barn is to be installed 
every equipment for filling the monster and 
his consorte with gas. For inflation hy- 
drogen will be employed. A complete plant 
for ite manufacture will be an interesting 
adjunct of the big balloon house. A smaller 
corrugated iron building has already been 
erected. The gas manufacturing and com- 
pressing plant will later be installed within 
it. The hydrogen will be compressed into 
cylinders eight feet long, three or four 
inches in diameter, and with contents of 
one cubic foot of the gas, very highly com- 
pressed. Hundreds of these tubes, after 
having been charged at the new compress- 
ing plant, will be borne to the balloon 
house in wagons and connected to the main 
vaive ef the new kite-balloon by rubber 
pipe 

The army now has two other new captive 
war balloons. Both of these are of the 
pear-shaped class. The larger is 40 feet in 
diameter, has a capacity of 14,000. cubic 
feet of gas and will carry four men. The 
emalier holds 13,000 cubic feet of gas and 
will carry three men with all necesary 
signal apparatus. 

The envelopes of these two pear-shaped 
balloons are made of goldbeater’s skin, a 
membrane taken from the entrails of the 
bullock and subjected to various stages of 
euring. Each anima) furnishes one piece, 
about fifteen by twenty-four inches in di- 
mensions. 

Ultimately, regularly scheduled balloon 
Grills will be held at the new post. The 
Gragon balioon and one of its pear- 
shaped consorts will be kept in their barn, 
inflated, for days at a time, without ex- 
travagant ices of hydrogen. That it might 
gocommodate at least one of the round 
Ddalloonsa, together with the dragon, both 
being inflated, the great barn was made 
larger even than that erected at the Ger- 
man army's balloon school to shelter the 
Gragon's twin brother.

In this cheery and well- 
lighted building, are full accommodations 
for 110 men. 

These recruits are now receiving each 
day an hour’s military drill with the cavy- 
airy carbine, three hours of telegraph prac- 
tice, one hour of signaling, one hour of 
lecture and recitation in electricity and 
signal corps apparatus. After this routine 
has progressed for a time, practical train- 
ing In telegraph and telephone line build- 
ing is added. Practica) balloon drills have 
not yet been outlined for the new school, 
but will constitute the most interesting 
feature thereof as soon as the Philippine 
service obtains its necessary quota of sig- 
nal corps men. 

The curriculum of the balloon school will 
be strictly up to date. The world has 
made such surprising strides in aero- 
dynamics within recent months that it {fs 
difficult to outline all of the uses to which 
war balloons can now be put.

lected for crossing can reach the ends of 
the great cords. Then the balloons are 
moved over the center of the river again, 
until the second body of soldiers has swung 
itself across. By such means regiments 
can cross not only unspanned streams, but 
precipitous canons and threatening abysses. 

The new dragon balloon will perhaps be 
used by the army in co-operation with the 
navy. Its prototype was lately flown from 
a German man-of-war with great success. 
The object of this experiment was to test 
the dragon balloon’s value as a floating 
maritime obscrvatory. 

The dragon balloon will be the eye of 
the commander of our land forces in the 
next war. If flown 1200 feet above the 
earth it will command a view of the hozi- 


zon 50 miles away on a clear day and 
over level country. Although it be milles 
and miles away, the floating craft will com- 
municate directly all that it sees. A long 
electric nerve emanating from the observer 
in its basket will descend the controlling 
cable of the big airship and connect with 
the fleld telegraph line reaching: the cam- 
mander’s post at the front. 

The aeronaut of the dragon balloon will 
wear slung across his shoulder: the gost 
compact telephone outfit ever, invented. 
This has a combined receiver and trans- 
mitter, which can be held\ to the ear and 
mouth at the same time with one hand. 
Attached to this plece of mechanism is also 
a telegraph key which discourses by dot 
and dash signs in a strange buzzing tone 


comparable onty with that ef a dying 
housefly. Thus either a telephonio or teleg- 
raphic communication can be transmitted 
to the ear listening to the duplicate re 
ceiver at the other end of the wire. 

Wireless telegraphy will be a feature of 
the new ballooning school’s curriculum. 
The advantages of this new mode of trans- 
mitting thought would be infinite In case 
of war and in connection with aerial fleets 
of war oraft. 

Drill in the dropping of explosives will be 
another feature of the new work, but such 
experiments will have to be made far from 
populated centers. Fifty pounds of dyna- 
mite dropped from the dragon balloon so as 
to explode within 200 feet of the most pow- 
erful battleship would wipe the latter off 


the bosom of the deep. 

Major Maxfield has already 
photographic laboratory fn the new 
istration building erected at his 
photography from balloons «fll 
employed in future wars, especially 
piatting of maps showing the enemy's fer-~ 
tifications and other works.

EVENTEEN hundred less babies were born im St. Louis in the year 1901 


than were born im the city in 1892. 


The birth rate is decreasing remark- 


ably. Where the stork came to this fourth city of the United States more 
than 12,000 times in cach of the years 1892-3-4. he came but 11,000 times in the 
years 1895-6-7, and bat 10,000 times in each of the four years subsequent, the 
records showing a decrease of 200 in last year’s figures from those of 1898. 


These are statistical facts. 


They are extraordinary because in the same period 


of time in which the birth rate has decreasd 1700, the population of St. Louis has 


increased by 120,000. 


The birth records ere kept by the health commissioner. 


The city ordinances 


prescribe for failure to report a fine of not less than $10 nor more than $200. 
Health Commissioner Starkloff estimates that fully a fifth of the total number 
of births are not reported, but he does not believe that the statistical loss im this 
respect is any greater now than it was ten years ago. At most it does not account 
for the loss of 1700 less births in 1892 than there were in 1901, when the city has 


increased one-fourth in population. 


There has never been a prosecution in St. 


Louis for failure to report a birth. Each year in his annual report the health com- 


‘ missioner lays stress upon the law. 


BB, baby its losing ground in S&t. 
Louls at an astonishing rate. For 
perhaps the first time in the his- 

tory of this or any other American city, 
the bright-eyed little warrior of the bib 
and rattle fe being driven from the field. 
St. Louls statistics show a loss in ba- 
Dies for the year 191. 8t. Louis in this 
year was a bigger city by 120,000 souls than 


it was in 1892, yet the births reported to 


the St. Louis health commissioner were 
1700 less than they were in 1892. 

In 1882, with a population of 460,000, St. 
Louis reported 12,317 births, which was 2%.¢ 
for each 100 souls. In 1901, with an esti- 
mated population of 0,000, the records 
show but 10,600 births, but 17.7 for each 1000 
souls. 

Only once in the past ten years was a 
lower mark reached. In 1899 but 10,422 births 
were reported. Even then the ratio to the 
popultion was greater than in 191. Each 
year since 1892 has witnessed a reduction 
In the birth rate, a fact which seems to 
indicate a generic and not a superficial 
cause is at the bottom of the decline. 

Dr. Max 6Gtarkloff, the St. Louis health 
commissioner, estimates that fully 20 per 
cent of the births In St. Louis are never 
reported, despite the fact that in each of 
his annual reports, a copy of which goes 
to every physfclan in the city, he empha- 
sises the necessity for complying with the 
ldw in this respect. He knows no reason, 
however, why the failure to report births 
should have been any greater in 1901 than 
it was in 1892, and does not believe it was. 
He attributes the decrease in reported 
births to an actual condition. 

In fact, the health department is unable 
te explain the present condition of affairs. 
Dr. Starkloff and Dr. Max Kaufman, who 
make up the etatistics of the department, 
when their attention was called to the 
facets, confessed tmability to pass upon the

T IS impossible to escape the conclusion 
| that there is a real and continuing 
fallitg off of births after looking at 
figures. Whittle I have little doubt 
that if all returns were made, that the 
number last year would have been at least 
13,000, it is also true that the returns in 
other years have been Incomplete. 

There is a law compelling physicians and 
others to register each birth they attend, 
but in the hurry and distraction of such 
moments it is disobeyed through oversight, 
and the injunction never thought of. Es- 
pecially is this true where physicians have 
clients of the indigent class. 


That the birth registrations are inaccu- 
rate can be seen from the figures.

The dainty gold ring of today is a relic 
of the fetter by which the bride was bound, 
while the jocose slipper is a remnant of 
the missiies hurled by the angry parents.

N OUR future wars are we likely to 
arm the thousands of Filipinos at our 


disposal and put them in the field 
against our enemies of the moment? 

This possibility has been discussed with 
intense interest since Great Britain has 
fet the fashion of arming her foreign sub- 
jects. 

One of the most important announce- 
ments that have been made in the British 
Parliament for many a year past was the 
Geclaration of Colonial Secretary Joseph 
Chamberlain that the English government 
will not hesitate henceforth to employ in 
Burope or elsewhere her Indian and Afri- 
can troops. 

It is an announcement of the most pro- 
found interest to the United States, Russia, 
France and Germany, which have millions 
of semi-barbarous races subject to their 
rule. 

Uncle, Sam alone has some 8,000,000 Fili- 
pinos in whom the military instinct is most 
strongly developed, the males preferring 
warfare to industry, and with a charac- 

iy original disregard for death or 
injury and almost incredible powers of en- 
Gurance would sooner fight than work. 

Indéed, the Philippine Islands might fur- 
nish to the United States a practically in- 
exhaustible recruiting ground for its army, 
mow that the compact which has hitherto 
existed between civilized nations against 
the use of Oriental or African troops in 
civilized warfare is to be broken by Great 
Britain. 

Curiously enough, the peace conference 
at The Hague two years ago, when the 


rules of war were subjected to a revision, 
carefully avoided any reference to the mat- 
ter—that is to say, In the shape of any 
steps toward a specific agreement by trea- 
ty to refrain from the employment of As- 
latic and African troops in civilized war- 
fare, and the only action taken by the dele- 
gates that can be considered as in any 
way bearing upon the question was the dec- 
laration of their adhesion to the “accept- 
ed laws of warfare among civilized na- 
tions,”’ which comprise a restriction “pro- 
hibiting the use of bodies of troops com- 
posed of individuals of savage or semi- 
savage races.” 

Neither England nor 
France, was desirous of binding itself 
abstain from availing iteelf of the services 
of its dusky soldiers in the event of war in 
which {its national existence was likely to 
be at stake, and the matter, therefore, was 
bya sort of agreement kept out of the 
discussions at The Hague. 

It has unt!l now been generally under- 
stood, however, by these three great powers 
that if native troops were employed it 
would be only in the last extremity, and 
this view has been strengthened by the 
extraordinary. pains which the English gov- 
ernment has taken to prevent the warlike 
Basuto tribes; who are under British rule 
and most loyal to the British flag, from 
taking part in the war against the Boers. 

In the war of 1870 the French at one time 
brought a few regiments of Turkos from 
Algeria. But so great was the outcry raised, 
not only from Germany and elsewhere in 
Burope, but even In France, against their

For the objection to semi- 
civilized warriors has been based alto- 
gether on the belief that when their pas- 
sions have been aroused by excitement and 
turmoil! of battle it would be inrpessible to 
prevent them from indulging in savagery 
and cruelty which, while natural in bar- 
barous races, should be repulsive in the ex- 
treme to white people. 


But during the recent campaign in China 
the Japanese distinguished themselves 
among all the other allied troops by thelr 
humane methods of warfare and by their 
indigant refusal to participate In any of 
the rapine, the cruelty and the altogether 
inexcusable barbarity which disgraced most 
of the European contingent engaged in the 
military operations in the Celestial Em- 
pire. 

England's example, unless checked by an 
international conference, will undoubtedly 
be followed by other great powers pos- 
sessed of Asiatic and African dependen- 
cles, and thus an altogether new element, 
of which no account has been taken until! 
now, will be introduced into modern war- 
fare among civilized nations. In fact, it is 
possible that in the course of time the 
white races may eventually come to use 
none but their dark-hued, non-Christian 
lieges for fighting purposes, and that in

ILLINOIS’ YOUNGEST MAYOR IS GEORGE D. LOCKE 


JERSEYVILLE, Ill., Jan. 10.

HE youngest mayor in Illinois, and 
1 just now one of the most prominent 
of the state's municipal figures, is 
George D. Locke, the mayor of Jerseyville. 
Mayor Lock is 26 years of age. He has 
three notable distinctions: He is the young- 
est mayor his city has ever had; he was 
elected last March by a majority of 317, 
the largest majority ever given a mayor- 
alty candidate in Jerseyville; he has just 
emerged victorious from a sharp battle 
with the saloon men of his city, a fight in 


which the saloon license was run up by the 
young mayor from $750 per annum to a cool 
000 


Jerseyville is the county seat of Jetmey 
County. It has a population of some 6000, 
Its youthful mayor is a member of one of 
the community's first families, and Is jun- 
jor member of the banking firm of Chap- 
man & Locke. He is tall and dark. The 
people of his city and county have known 
him since he was “knee high to a duck.” 
He came into prominence in public affairs 


‘before he attained to his majority, and at 


the youthful age of 26 years he entered the 
political arena as a candidate for mayor on 
the Democratic ticket and swept the plat- 
ter clean. 

Mr. Locke was elected upon a reform 


_ platform. He promised to enforce the city 


ordinances. He had not more than taken 
office when he clashed with the saloon ele- 
ment, and they straightway engaged in a 
battle which interested many communities 
beyond that in which the young man was 
mayor. Saloon men were prosecuted for sell- 
ing liquor to habitual drunkards and for 
keeping their places open on Sunday. They 
leagued together for defense, and appealed 
their cases to higher courts. Mayor Locke 
determined that they should pay for this 
additional litigation, for the added police 
surveillance occasioned by disregard for 
the law, and for the many police court 
prosecutions, So he asked the city council 
to advance the dramshop license from $760 
to $1000, and the council did it. Thus dié 
the youthful mayor of Jerseyville precipt- 
tate upon his head the plaudits of the tem- 
perance people of his part of Illinois. 
Mayor Locke is one of those interesting 
men who do things.

REMARKABLE marriage law went into effect in the state of New York on.

HIS law, which went into effect with 
EF the beginning of the new year, in my 
opinion will, as a success, be a coim- 
plete failure, and the intention of the law 
to do away with such frauds as have beon 
common in the past, whereby a common 
law marriage was claimed after the death 
of one of the alleged contracting parties, 
will be thwarted rather than effectuated. 
Heretofore the act of living together as 
husband and wife upon and subsequent to 
an agreement so to do has been construed 
by the courts of this state as a good com- 
mon law marriage. The principle underly- 
ing this construction by the courts Is tnat 
marriage is like all other civil contracts 
to which the doctrines of the common iaw 
are applicable, and that parties competent 
to make ordinary contracts may, in the 
same way, by express agreement, togetuer 
with subsequent acts done pursuant there- 
to, contract to be husband and wife. The 
new law changes this form of marriage 
contract only in so far as it really enacts 
@ statute of frauds, that is, it provides as 
@& condition precedent to the validity of 
such @ common law marital contract, that 
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certain facts and details of 
agreement shall be committed in 

and subscribed by the parties to the 
tract, and at least two witnesses, and ac 
knowledged before a notary public or ether 
officer empowered to edminister an oath, 

It would seem, therefore, that the doer 
to fraud has not been closed te these 
sufficiently criminal to perpetrate it. The 
method of consummating such a frand 
has, perhaps, been changed, but [ts pos- 
sibility has in no wise been destroyed. 
Heretofore the fraud consisted ef mis- 
representations as to @ verbal understand- 
ing or agreement.

HW woman who lives out of doors, 
takes lots of exercise, and has been 
brought up from childhood with 

health as a prime object im life, will have 
mo need for the advice contained in this 
article. 

But the nervous, emaciated, undeveloped 
girl or woman may, if she will, learn much 
to her advantage by carefully considerirg 
some facts I shall try to clearly present. 

The real cause for the non-devtlopment 
of the bust at the proper time for such 
development, which is between the age of 
14 and 18, is some derangement of a vital 
function. 

This derangement may be caused by in- 
eorrrect dressing, which will restrict the 
growth of the breasts and will arrest de- 
‘velopment, and in 99 cases out of 100 the 
narrow-chested, anemic, nervous subject 
has never learned how to breathe correctly, 
and consequently she carries herself in 
such a way as to constantly and persist- 
ently aggravate her condition. 

It is @ comparatively easy task to teach 
children who have not acquired fixed bad 
habite and whose clothing admits of per- 
fect freedom how to breathe properly. 

The habit is quickly formed of what is 
called deep breathing and, in normal condl- 
tions, is maintained through life. 

But weak women, with sick nerves, who 
have cramped their lungs and relaxed all 
the breathing muscles until they have 
reached a stage beyond will control, find it 
very difficult to form the habit of breath- 
ing correctly. 

For the creation and preservation of 
beauty which is, when all is said, a syno- 
mym for health, full deep breathing is the 
greatest essential. 

Only by a full supply of oxygen can the 
Blood be purified, and only by pure blood 
may we be healthy and beautiful. 

Instructions for deep breathing, without 
mechanical! aids, have frequently been given 
in this department. 

But weak, nervous women find it hard to 
accustom the long neglected and oppressed 
muscles to respond to the will and, in such 
cases, practice with the device called a 
breathing tube or exhaler has proved of 
marked benefit. 

The exhaler can be obtained at a very 
gmall cost, and the subject who wishes to 
apply this system needs no other appar- 
aius except a book or compact object, 
weighing between three and five pounds, to 
be used as I shall describe. 

I am indebted for my first information, 
concerning the value of the breathing tube 
as an ald to correct breathing, to an ar-

ticle by Dr. W. R. C. Latson. 

I secured one of the instruments men- 
tioned by Dr. Latson and induced a Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch correspondent to use it, 
according to instructions, under my per- 
sonal directions. 


The results were so satisfactory that I 
fee] this device is one to be commended for 
the purpose of teaching women, with 
cramped chests and undeveloped breasts, 
how to acquire the habit of breathing 
properly, which is the only rational method 
of developing the chest. 

Dr. Latson says the breathing tube, in 
developing the lungs, gives resulta probably 
not to be obtained through any other me- 
chanical device known to physical culture. 
It is a pocket gymnasium. 


I add that, with the expansion of the 
lungs, the breasts will increase in size and 
the health of the patient improve as by 
magic. 

Correct breathing means beauty—rosy 
cheeks, high spirits and joy in living. 

I shall feel I have really delivered a mes- 
sage worth while if I can induce my dear 
Sunday Post-Dispatch friends who are thin, 
weak, pale and undeveloped to learn the 
way to health and beauty by acquiring the 
fundamental means to such a desirable 
state which is summed up in deep breath- 
ing. I quote Dr. Latson’s instructions for 
the use of the breathing tube. 

Exercise No. 1. (Illustration.) 


Having removed or loosened all tight 
clothing lie down flat upon the back, either 
without pillow or with one extending un- 
der both head and shoulders, 

Place upon the abdomen a book or other 
object weighing from three to five pounds, 
Now relax alli the muscles and inhale 
through the nose very gently and slowly, 
carefully avoiding any muscular tension. 

If relaxation is preserved you will notice 
that during inhalation the abdominal region 
expands, raising the book. . 

Make no attempt to hold the breath, but 
exhale immediately through the nose, and 
note that as the air escapes the abdomen 
retracts under the weight of the book. 

For some women this movement 
prove difficult at first. 

By perseverance, however, and the 
avoidance of musoular tension, the muscles 
will in time learn to act and free and deep 
breathing will be the result. 

Exercise No. 2. 

Lie upon the back with the hands resting 
easily upon the abdomen. Avoiding any 
muscular contraction, take a full gentle in- 
halation through the nose and note by the 
hands on the abdomen that the inhaled 
breath expands first the lower part of the 
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ing gently and steadily through the tube 
until the lungs are empty. 

Be careful at first to avoid and force in 
this expulsion. Gradually, with practice, 
more and more force may be applied. 

Exercise No. 3. 

Lie in the same position—Remove both 
caps from the breathing tube and take tl4 
tube between the teeth. 

Now inhale through the tube in short, 
gentle sips so that with each inhalation 
the abdomen expands, lifting up the hands, 


trunk or abdominal region an4 afterward 
the chest. In exhaling, on the oontrary, 
first the chest and then the abdominal re- 
gion will collapse as the air leaves the 
lungs. 

Second part of exercise No. 2. 

Same position—Remove both caps from 
breathing tube and take tube between the 
teeth. Now preserving muscular relaxation 
inhale gently through the nose allowing 
first the abdominal area and then the chest 
to expand to the inhaled air. When the 
lungs are comfortably filled exhale by blow-Continue this until] the lungs are filled and

Exercise No. 4 

Stand erect, weight thrown forward, head 
back, chest lifted. Remove both caps from 
exhaler,’take it between the teeth. Now ex- 
hale gently and slowly through the nose, 
taking in all the air possible without strain. 

Note that first the abdomen and after- 
ward the chest expands to the inhaled air. 
After inhalation exhale immediately 
through the tube In a steady stream until 
the lungs are empty. 

Exercise No. 5. 

Stand as for preceding, tube between the 
teeth, both caps removed, inhale in gentle 
sips. Notice that with each effort the ab- 
domen expands.

As a general rule, 
however, the greyhound is preferred for 
coyote hunting, on account of his great 
speed and endurance in the chase. 

When the hunting pfirty penetrates into 
@ likely coyote country the mistress of the 
hunt rides several hundred yards ahead. 
Behind her is the wagon containing the 
dogs. The mistress of the hunt sples a 
coyote and signals to the whips. The dogs 
are quietly released. The intelligent ani- 
mals look for the mistress of the hunt. 
They see her far ahead, riding in the dt- 
rection of the fleeing coyote. The hounds 
unlimber and soon their lithe, springy bod- 
fes are undulating over the prairie at a 
gait that looks easy, but which is decep- 
tively swift. By the time they have passed 
the mistress of the hunt the hounds have 
spied the coyote. The animal is now run- 
ning for dear life and the hounds let out 
another link of speed. The pack is doing 
its best now, for it takes the best a grey- 
hound can give in order to catch up with a 
thoroughly frightened coyote, 

The quarry realizes that, in spite of his 
beet endeavors, his pursuers are gaining. 
With the cunning of a fox, the animal 
leaps into an arroya and runs two or three 
hundred yards at right angles. He is in- 
visible to the hounds, but the mistress of 
the hunt has seen which way the animal 
turned. 

She calls to the hounds and they, looking 
back, see the horse and rider cutting a 
triangular course to the right or left, as 
the case may be. With the c@lerity of 
well-olled machines, the hounds swerve in 
the same direction, and thus they gain sev- 
eral yards.on the coyote. The hunted ani- 
mal realizes that his ruse has failed, and, 
in @ last despairing burst of speed, he 
leaps from the arroya and indulges in a 
straight away run. The hounds now bend 
to their work and soon they are overhaul- 
ing the coyote at every jump. 

The mistress of the hunt is now far be- 
hind and most of the other hunters can 
hardly be descried on the prairie. Two of 
the fleetest of the hounds have caught up 
with the coyote. They part and one runs 
on each side of the terrified animal. Then, 
at the same instant, the hounds close in. 
There is an interchange of snaris and 
snaps and the coyote is grasped by the 
throat and flank. The hounds seldom miss 
and generally the first bite at the throat 
kills the game. Sometimes, however, there 
is a rough and tumble fight on the prai- 
rie, and occasionally the fight lasts long 
enough for the members of the hunt to 
be in at the death. 

Sometimes several coyotes are caught 
in a day. 

The animals are outlaws, with a price on 
their ears, so the coyote hunters are 
blessed by the ranchmen. The devotees of 
the sport are constantly Increasing in num-

Opposed to us are 250,000 soldiers of the 
British empire, in command of the best 
generals the greatest military power on 
earth can furnish. 

It mystifies the.world how we can make 
such daring raids, almost under the very 
nose of the enemy. It is simple. Two- 
thirds of that great force is guarding the 
railroads and telegraphs. They dare not 
withdraw for a skirmish fn the country or 
bridges and culverts would go in a min- 
ute. At first they fell into our ruses to 
draw them into the hills, but after losing 
much valuable railway property while the 
guard was chasing a handful of elusive 
burghers, they learned better. 

So it leaves but an inconsiderable force 
to be divided into many garrisons and dis- 
persed throughout the large districts back 
of the railroads. These posts are far apart 
and we have no trouble getting away with 
stores, ammunition and prisoners, before re- 
inforcements can possibly arrive. 

The stupidity of the British soldier, even 
to this day, after their disastrous experi- 
ences in South Africa, is a constant source 
of wonder to:the burghers. ; 


The same fdéolhardinese that character- 
ized the Buller expedition on Ladysmith is 
still conspicuous among officers and men, 
though naturally in a smaller way, yet the 
result is the’ same—disaster. 

A little surprise seems to rout their judg- 
ment, Strategy seems:to be a dead letter 
in the British army code. If your attack 
is unexpected, 99 times out of 100 it is won. 
They fight, but seem.to have no eye: to 
saving life.

In the simple manner tn which the Boer 
soldiers are fed we can generally capture 
in a night enough provisions to last one 
force a month or so.

The 
khaki uniforms made excellent Boer uni- 
forms when the British buttons and colors 
are cut off. But what the army most needs 
is shoes, and I was instructed before leav- 
ing South Africa to impress this upon the 
American people who desired to lend assist- 
ance in this heroic struggle for liberty. 

The first thing a British prisoner loses is 
his shoes. A Boer may offer his soleless 
ones in exchange and he may not. 

At first our army was supplied with the 
latest frearms and guns from the continent 
of Europe. Of late we have been compelled 
to discard these and use the guns and rifles

There is @ man in South Africa, though, 
that the British government would rather 
catch than De Wet.: His name seldom ap- 
pears in print, yet he is one of the most 
daring and successful soldiers’ of the two 
republics.
